Is it too late for them to take action 
together to restore their neighbour to 
indepondence ? ‘To overran Corea with 
troops and to aeize important positions 
is not the work of a day. Months 
would be required for the purpose, But 
we were lately informed that Russia 
lias not many troops in the north which 
she could spare, The difficulties with 
England may recommence at any time, 
No considerable withdrawal of troops 
from the Siberian possessions will 
be thought of while there is a possi- 
bility of China resenting this Corean 
Proiectorate. ‘The probability therefore 
is that the Russian Treaty will remain 
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@ paper, and nothing more, for some 
time. That interval should be used by 
both China and Japan to proonre its 
cancellation, As a matter of policy 
England, Germany and France should 
support their action ; for it is not to 
the interest of any nation that Corea 
should fall ander the control of a mili- 
tary Power, Among other things, that 
would involve additional armaments 
out hore, and these all should en.

THE LaTe MINISTRY. 
Tae news from home by the mail 
throws a little more light on the posi- 
lion of the Gladstone Government in 
the middle of May. On the 18th of 
that month Lord Randolph Churchill 
bitterly attacked the Government when 
moving tho omission of a sum in sup- 
ply. His object was to bring on a 
discussion on the Blue Book on Afghan 
affairs which had just beon issued, 
He showed that Mr, Gladstone had no 
authority for saying on the 13th of 
March that an agreement had been 
arrived at with Russia, iu virtue of 
which the Russian troops would not 
advance, Ou the morning after Mr, 
Gindstone bad made the statement 
Lord Granville telegraphed to St, Peters- 
burgh to know whether Mr, Gladstone 
had been correct in making that state. 
mont, which was known as the  encred 
covenant.” . When Sir E. Thornton re- 
plied to that despatch, he told Lord 
Granvillo that when he called upon M. 
de Giera that gentleman had several 
poople with him on business, aud he 
could not obtain admittance, bat was 
told to call again next day, When he 
did. seo M. de Giers next day he received 
from him a statement which differed 
considerably from the sncred covenant, 
The position was altogether not a nice 
one forthe Buglish Ambassador.

He alluded to Sir Mi- 
olael Hicks Beach as taking « part 
in the interruptions, which drew from 
that gontleman an expression of re- 
gret that they should have occurred. 
Aud ao few minutes afterwards Mr. 
Gladstone said of them,— They matter 
vory little to a person whose future 
intervention in political conflicts is much 
more likely to be mensured by weeks 
than by months, and certainly by 
mouths moro than by yonrs.” This 
was al. first considered to mean that 




































Mr. Gladstoue intends au -early with- 
drawal from public life; but, as the 
the remark does not ue- 
ear 80 preciso a mean- 
ing, and indeed for many years past 
Mr. Gladstone has from time to time 
made use of similar Janguage “with- 
out any immediate result, And so 
it will probably be this time.

Wo should say that at last the 
Gladstone Ministry fell because the 
country was sick of thom, and their 
multiplied blunders, and the Badget 
proposals were so uupopular, that their 
subservient majority did not dare to 
support them. Woe notice that Mr. 
Gladstone hoped to close the ses 
this month, bat the chauge of Govern- 
mont will make a delay of a few weeks 
uecessary. ‘I'hore is very little br 8 
to be done, as few bills of importance 
were introduced this session, ‘The 
Chancellor may not require to find 
revenue for this year to tnke the place 
of the proposed wine and spirit dutios, 
ag there is m balance of some two 
millions unspent of the Vote of Credit. 
Supply was probably completed, or 
nearly 80, when Mr. Gindstoue resigned, 
and the few votes which will require 
to be taken when the new Government 
tnke theie places will bo easily ubtained, 
Tho Commons is adjourned to the Gtb 
of next month to allow of the re-elec- 
tions of the Ministers who sit. in that 
House.

hus vivendi, oxoopt on impossible con- 
ditions, bas been arrived ab yet, aud 
hitherto the Chinese magistrate bas been 
in calm possession of tho situation. 
Now apart feom the wrotohed soandal 
and serious inconvenience of the whole 
affair, therearecertain prinoiplesinvolved 
of the highest importance, as touching 
the constitution of tho Court; and as 
Uese principles will have lo bo very 
carefully sifted on both sides before the 
negotintions are at an end, it may prove 
that good will bo brought out of ovil, 
For example, tho right of an Assessor 
to make his voice heard in a case in 
which the plaintiff is not n foreiguor— 
an old point of cavil—is involved in 
the terms of the dispute. ‘The Chinese 
may say, with true Oriontal cunning, 
that, in interfering at all between Huang 
and the case before the Court, the 
British Assessor excecded his duty, by 
attempting to do that which he had 
uo busivess to do; and that upou him 
therefore must rest all the rosponsi- 
bility of what followed his illegal 
action, Such an argument would 
afford an admirable opportuuity to 
the foreign authorities, and one of 
which, we hope, they would not be 
slow to take advautage, For it is 
clear, in the first place, that if a 
single precedent exists in favour of the 
Assessor's right to share in discussing 
a case in which foreigners aro not 
immediately coucerned, the objection 
recoils upon those who advance it; and 
that such precedents are to be found 
no one, we should think, will deny. In 
the second place, the question arises as to 
what is, or can bo; the nature of cases 
in which foreigners are not concerned. 
Our contention is that such cases do 
































uot exist, Every orime or misdemean. 
our, committed within the bouudaries 
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of a Settlement set apart for the 
ocoupation of foreigners, and uader 
foreign jurisdiction, lias a very import 
ant interest for all who live in that 
Settlement ; every rosident here is in- 
terested in the maintenance of morality 
and order; aud every breach of either 
morality or order is liable to have pre- 
judicial reflex consequences upon the 
foreign community either in an indivi- 
dual or collective sense. The authori. 
ties should therefore hold fast to the 
contention that there are and can be no 
‘cases brought before the Mixed Court 
in which the foreign Assessor has 
not a right to interfere, for the 
simple reason that there are, and can 












be, no cases iu which the interests of 


foreigners are not more or less in- 
volved, And the enforcement of this 
principle might be very considerably 
strengthened by a counter-attack. It 
should be clearly put to the Chinese that 
whatever may be thought of the right of 
yh Assessor to take part in 
lar age in question, he had 
at loast a right to his place on the

dignation at the statement. 

Tu conclusion, we can only trust 
that the present deadlock, with all 
its annoyance, inconveniences, and an- 
will prove the means of bring- 
ing about o thorough reconstitution of 
the Mixed Court. Hitherto it has been 
an almost useless institution. Its jadg- 
ments have been many cases pn- 
crile ond unjust, and where they 
have. been less open to such criticism 
the Court has shown uo power whi 
ever to enforce them. What we want 
is a Court competent to carry ont 
ile decisions, a Court which shall make 
ite influence felt, a Court which shall 
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be 8 power in the Settlement, and not 
a laughingstock or source of mischief. 
But that is what we shall never get 
until the Settlement is put entirely, 
instead of partially, under foreign rule, 
and the Mixed Court is presided over 
by a foreign magistrate by whose side 
8 Chinese Assessor might be allowed to 
sit in order that le might be able 
to form some slight idea of simple and 
impartial justice.

COREA AND RUSSIA. 

A Tszary betweou Rassia and Corea has 
lately boon negotiated, chiefly through 
the agenoy of Herr vou Méllendorff. It 
consists of six articles, and although 
the specific uature of these is as yet 
unknown, their probable scope has been 
suggested to us. It lent that the 

of Russia has bee: 








‘That important island, it appears, was 
purchased by Groat Britain, aud this has 
excited the jealousy of the Cabinet of 
St. Petersburg. What Herr yon Méllen- 
dorff is eaid to have doue is to hand over 
Corea bound Land aud foot to Russi 
By what pressure this las beou accom- 
plished, time will probably reveal, In 
the meantime it seems as if he had 
snorificed the intorest of the country 
in whose service be is, and caused her 
ralers to slow the greatest ingratitude 











to China aud Japan, This will be 
apparent when the following, which 
have been suggested to us as the most 





important provisions of the Treaty, are 
rend, We do notin any way vouch 
for their authenticity, but give them 
as they have reached us, as little 
more thau speculation, perhaps, though 
based on partial kuowledge. It is 
believed that the Corean gendarmerie, 
referred to iu the Convention be- 
tween Li Chaug-t'ang aud Count Ito, 
ate to be drilled by a Russian officer or 
officers. Post-roads will uo doubt be 
mado in Cores, between cortain points 
of great importance to the Russians. We 
may also expect to hear that a Corean 
Consulate is to be established at 
Viadivostok; the opening of the T*a-mén 
river will, uo doubt, be secured, and 
telegraphic communication established 
with Vladivostok aud such otber places 
as may be necessary. ‘The first of these 
possible provisions opens the door to 
the introduction of Rassian inflacuce 
of all kinds among the Coreans, a 
poor, iguoraut, and weak people, For- 
eign military instractors can acquire 
little or no ixfluence in such indepen- 
dent countries as China and Japan, bat 
the case is very likely to be different 
among such a backward people as the 
Coreans. The designs which Russia is 
known to cherish for the acquisition 
of Port Lazareff should have provented 
a prodeut Corean uogotiator from 
handing over the instruction of hie 























soldiery to military officers of (he nation 
which threatens the very life of his coun- 
try, The establishment of a Consalate 
at Vindivostok, near where there are 
thousands of Coreans, is to be regarded 
as aset-off, an apparent coucession mado 
to the native Government of. these 
immigrants, but will not be allowed to 
interfere with the Russian control of 
them, The T‘a-méu river flows close to 
the borders of Manchuria, and its 
opening will probably incronse the ser 
viceabloness of Possist, which is nenr 
its mouth. No doubt the control of 
the telegraphs will be in Russian hands, 
aud will be a most important and useful 
agency in Russianizing the country. 
In Tientsin the ‘Treaty is regarded as 
directly aimed at subverting tho in- 
fluence of England, China aud Japan ; 
aud if its provisions aro as they have 
been stated above—for which, however, 
wo by no menus vouch—it is very 
likely to draw together in politionl 
uuion the three most important Bastern 
Powers. 





CHA-LIAO. 


Szeto that the whereabouts of ‘Calah’ 
—a place of which ninety-nine bun- 
dredths of our readers had probably 
never before heard—soomed a question 
not altogether without some interest, 
we do uot see why ‘Cha-liao’ should 
not be eld equally deserving. Nobody, 
we are sure, ever heard of Cha-lino 
before, and thore is certainly nothing 
in the Chinese characters themselyes— 
7E T—to throw any light upon the 
question, but much, on the other hand, 
to perplex, At first sight, tho characters 
wo have copied suggest the iden of eud- 
denness, inadvertenoy, or uuexpected- 
id, as they stand, present somo 
considerable difficulty to tho man who 
would wish to parse thom. But the words 
aro probably phonetic. Chaliao is the 
name of a tribe, or kingdom, situated 
between the confines of Szechaan and 
Tibet, which appears to present, in its 
organisation, all the features of a royal 
hierarchy. As a stronghold of Tibetan 
Lamaism, the powers of Church and 
State are very strong in Chacliao, 
the Government being apparently in 
the hands of a Raja, or Prince, and 
the Chief Abbot—an official who enjoys 
the title of ‘Hutukt'n,’ or Saint ; while 
the people and officials aro similarly 
divided into lay and cleric. ‘The king- 
dom appears to be flourishing, and 
must be well populated and pretty 
strong, to judge by the desoriptions 
given to the Throne by the high an- 
thorities in Szechuan, Although the 
Emperor seems to have been almost 
entirely ignorant of its existence, it bas 
done good service to the Chinese Gov- 
erument in times past, showing its 
loyalty to the ‘Heavenly Dynasty ’ not 
only by furnishing enbsidies but by 
helping China in times of rebellion. On 
‘one occasion Cha-liao put no fewer than 
fourteen thonsand men into thefiold, over 
five thousand of whom woro killed aud 
wounded. That was about a hundred 
and eighty years ago, aud Chiua has bad 
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a firm ally in this curious little nation of 
‘kinge and priests’ ever since; but, 
strangely enoagh, the‘ great Emperor’ 
has elwaya ignored its existence, and it 
as thua been “deprived of any means 
of requiting the Bounty of ils Mighty 
Sovereign.” Que would have thought 
that the bounty bad been rather on the 
other side; bat the kings and priests 
of Chasliao insist upon it that they are 
indebted to the Imperial generosity for 
the food they eat aud the ground they 
tread, and nothing will satisfy them but 
permission to present tribute to the 
Emperor, Itis, uo doubt, a matter of the 
purest policy with these and similarly 
situated people, They are surrounded by 
aboriginal tribes, against whom they ap- 
pear to be constantly waging a defensi 
warfare; they are fairly advanced in 
civilisation, aud would no doubt gain 
snob by formal reooguition at the hauds 
of the ‘sapri ower. On the other 
hinnd it has slways been the policy of 
China to close up all ite aveuues in the 
direotion of Tibet as much as possible, 
and to do this it is well to have the alle. 
giance of the frontier tribes. Whether 
these attempts to consolidate its power 
will result successfully may be open to 
doubt, ‘The partioular corner of her 
dominions that China guards so jea- 
lously—the ueighbourhood of sacred 
Tibet—ie in many respeots one of 
the most interesting in the whole 
world; partly from its mystery, partly 
from the peculiar nature of its institu. 
tions, ‘The adveutures of Abbé Huc iu 
Dhassa and its neighbourhood were re- 
mautio enough, but we fanoy that when 
these little known districts come to be 
penetrated by Europeans of scieutific 
and literary attainments great dis. 
coveries will reward the enterprise of 
the travellers. We read that, so ur. 
geut are these Cha-lino people to be 
reooguised by tho Emperor, that the 
Chinese Tao-t'ai, to whom tbey ap- 
pealed, had to “soothe and stimu. 
Jato thom with soft words”; where- 
upov be “obtained from them maps 
of their country, with registers of 
their population.” We should vastly 
like to see these publications, It is 
beyond measure regrettable that these 
interesting nooks and corners of the 
world, full of possibilities aud sugges- 
tiveness, aud characterised, no doubt, 
by features of mental development and 
religious mysticism of which the West- 
ern world knows but little, should 
remain a sealed book to the scientific 
traveller, and wo hope the days will 
soon come whou the whole of Tibet aud 
its undiscovered neighbourhoods will be 
thrown open to the enterprise of the 
merchaut aud sobolar alike, 
































THE DISTRESS IN JAPAN. 
‘We have noticed many complaints lately 
iu the Japaneso press of the poverty 
which is now pressing upou the com- 
mercial aud industrial classes in Japan, 
and the absence of anything like a 
healthy and reuumerative trade, We 
have also noticed that, although these 
disadvantages are so geveroly felt, the 


writers make no attempts either to 
explain the causes which have led to 
the present state, or to suggest a re- 
medy. The reason of this strange 
silence probably is, not that the con- 
ductors of the native press are anable 
to form a well-foauded opinion about 
the matter, but that they are restrained 
from writing fully by the severity of 
the press-laws, the aotion of which is 
vexatious to an extraordinary degree. 
Some editors have, however, veulured 
a suggestion or two, and stress has 
been laid on the recent sudden rise i 
the value of paper-money, which i 
tow quoted almost on a par wi 
yen, and bas became very scarce in 
consequence, This, uo doubt, may 
have had a prejudicial effect, bat other 
causes have been at work, and these 
are of @ nalure which forbids the 
the jadicious publicist of Japau to 
meddle with thom, The rise in paper 
only dates a few months back, while 
trade has beeu bad aud the people have 
boon suffering for the last three yea 
at least. 

It is only fair to say that the Govern. 
mont has devoted much anxious care to 
this unsal tory state of affairs with 
view to placing them upon a sounder 
basis. The Board of Agriculture aud 
Commerce has already sent commis. 
into the affected districts to 
































poor, and memorials Lave been pre- 
sented to the Throne 
of State embodying their opinio 
on the matter. One of the commi 
sioners alluded to i 
expressed the convyi 
money was spent quite unnecessarily 
by the employment of too many peopls 
under Government, and suggested that 
tho namber of Government employés 
might very well be cut down to one- 
third of their present strength. We 
believe the romark was not with. 
out some foundation, for wherens thero 
were 30,000, people in Government 
employ in the year 1877, there are to- 
day no fewer than 100,000. It is true 
that as progress and civilisation advance 
in Japan, there may be more work to 
do in the several departments of State; 
but wo are sure that the staff might 
be very considerably reduced without 
ondaugering its efficiency, aud certain 
sums economised under this hea 
Again, there is the question of tax 
tion, It is said that a cortain Japanese 
fiuancier, the manager of a bank, fore- 
saw the present disastrous state of 
affairs some years ago, and presented a 
scheme to oue of the Cabinet Ministers 
providing for a decreaso in the tax 
His proposals were not adopted, ci 
cumstances not being considered, at 
the time, such as to warrant the 
experiment. But it seems clear that 
something will have to be done. 
To use the phrase. employed by the 
Tapaueso themselves to express increns- 
ing poverty, the people are swallowing 
hot water instend of tea, aud congeo 
instead of rice. We believe that 



































some of the labouring classes are 60 
destitute as to be unable even Lo afford 
congee, aud cases of people being liter 
ally starved to death in the streets are, 
if not common, at any rate nob un. 
known, It is impossible that the 
Government can close its eyes to this 
disastrous state of things, and only 
reasonable to suppose that Miuisters 
have fally aud satisfactorily ascer. 
tained the causes that have led to it, 
To us, it appears that whatever inoid- 
ental or secondary fontures of the sitna. . 
tion may have to do with it, the radical 
and primecauses of the distross are three 
in number: we mean (1) the sudden 
ise in the price of paper (2) the heavy 
incidence of taxation, aud (3) the 
interference of the Government in pri- 
vate commercial aud industrial enter. 
prises. For a Government to be 
perpetually meddling aud interfering 
with private undertakings is a great 
blunder, and can only be attended with 
bad results, ‘The tax question might 
be fvilitated by cutting down all 
unnecessary expenses, aud some exe 
peuses at any rate could be saved 
by a thinning-out of unuecessary por- 
sous from all the departments of 
the Government. A good deal of 
money was made some years ago by 
the mauufacturers of curios and other 
articles of taste and luxury, when the 
rage for such things first set in at 
home; but aflorwards, whon the de- 
mand increased, aud a regular trade 
up, a deterioration took place in 
ity ; numbers of comparative. 
ly useless objects wore made to order, 
.d the result bas been heavy losses to 
the producers. ‘bis called forth the 
intervention of the authorities, who 
however would have done better to 
have left the evil to work its own 
cure; whilo as regards the present 
time, it is certainly not the momeut 
for placing restrictions upon industry, 
‘There are, in short, moments when 
Governments may fitly and rightly take 
the initiati in the relief of publio 
distress, aud so far intervention is to 
be commended ; but such intervention 
should as an ircofragable principle be 
confined rather to the removal of bur- 
dens than to the imposition of embar- 
goes upon the natural resources of 
the people aud the development of 
their industries. We have always 
suspected that this fundamental truth 
is but imperfectly understood by the 
advisers of the Mikado, who are too apt 
to impart a fussy and paternal char- 
acter to their government of the people, 
and to overlook the practical duty of 

them, iu the pleasure they 
seem to take in treating them like 
children at a school. 

‘The Government has, we are glad to 
see, already doue something to relieve 
the agricultural classes, Since 1882 
the land tax on rice fields, which 
amounts to thirty-one millions of yen, 
has been collected in two equal hulf- 
yearly instalments, ‘The burdens of
